Postal censors in Tientsin remove letters from envelopes for varias reagons 
and forward to the eddressees the envelopes on which they have atemped tha 
reasons for censorship. The usual reason stated is that the letter contained 
money or bank checks. Most letters which reach Hong Kong from Nerth China 
appear to have bean examined by censors. !
